Washington (EFE) — Las existencias

Los inventarios de gasolina crecieron en

Tucson, Arizona (EFE) — 
incautación de documentos falsos en 
las garitas de entrada en la frontera 
de Arizona y México prácticamente 
se duplicó al término del año fiscal 
2007, informaron las autoridades.

San Jose’s Vietnamese com- 
munity was responsible, in large 
part, for the recent appointment of 
Madison Nguyen to the city council 
making her the first Vietnamese 
woman to take political office in the 
state of California. There are already 
Vietnamese business districts. with 
the name Little Saigon throughout 
the nation. A grassroots campaign 
was Organized to promote the nam- 
ing of San Jose’s Vietnamese busi- 


"ness district as Little Saigon. 


Council Member Nguyen at- 
tended a meeting a few weeks ago at 
San Jose’s Happy Hallow Park, not 
too far from the area in question, in 
which she and other city representa- 
tives unveiled the proposed banners 
for the district. 

It was at this meeting when the 
passion towards the name of the 
district bubbled to the surface. Even 
though a city appointed design team 
and city dollars were used to make 
the composite banners the majority 
of attendees wanted to hear nothing 
about the banners until the matter of 
the name was resolved. 

As soon as the item came up 
on the city council’s agenda this 
past Tuesday, the crowd came to life 
waving signs reading Little Saigon, 
while booing at the elected officials 
as they discussed the naming of the 
district. Many in the crowd felt let 
down by council member Nguyen 
when she proposed the name “Sai- 
gon Business District” as a compro- 
mise aimed at appeasing all sides of 
the name debate. 

Nguyen said, “Saigon Business 
District encapsulates everything 
that is positive about Vietnamese- 
Americans in San Jose, it allows 
us to remember the past while at 
the same time allows us to move 
forward for the future.” 

The council votes were 8-3 
and the name passed, those against 
were Pete Constant, Kansen Chu, 
and Pierluigi Oliverio. The con- 
stituents in support of the business 
district being named Little Saigon 
are outraged at Nguyen’s apparent 
lack of support for the desires of the 
community which helped her gain 
office and are now demanding that 
she be recalled.<> 
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Democrats blast handling of Posada case 


Washington (EFE) — Demo- 
crats in the House of Representa- 
tives criticized the Bush admin- 
istration for its handling of the 
case of anti-Castro militant Luis 
Posada Carriles, who faces charges 
in Venezuela over the deadly 1976 
bombing of a Cuban airliner. 

Rep. William Delahunt (D- 
Mass.), chairman of the House 
Foreign Affairs Subcommittee on 
International Organizations, Human 
Rights and Oversight, convened the 
hearing. Long a critic of Washing- 
ton's hard-line policy toward Cuba, 
Delahunt contends the Bush admin- 
istration’s unwillingness to extradite 
Posada to Venezuela undermines 
U.S. efforts to get other countries to 
cooperate against terrorism. 

Venezuela and Cuba charge 
that Posada Carriles planned the 
bombing of Cubana de Aviacion 
Flight 455 on Oct. 6, 1976, that left 
73 dead. 

The U.S. government has de- 
nied Venezuela's request to extra- 
dite Posada, although last week it 
appealed a federal judge's ruling 
that dismissed immigration fraud 
charges against the anti-Castro 
exile. The 79-year-old former CIA 
operative is also accused in a series 
of bombings at Havana hotels in 
1997, which resulted in the death 
of an Italian tourist. 

Posada, now at an undisclosed 
“safe” location in Miami, was sup- 
posed to have gone on trial this 
spring in Texas for lying to U.S. 
immigration officials, but a federal 
judge threw out the charges. Earlier, 
a federal magistrate had ruled that 
the Cuban-born Venezuelan citizen 
could not be sent to Venezuela 
because he might be tortured, an 
allegation Caracas denies. 

A lawyer for Posada, Arturo 
Hernandez, said during Thursday’s 
hearing that his client was the in- 
nocent victim of “rhetoric and often 
misinformation that has emanated 
from Cuba and Venezuela and their 
acolytes in our country.” 

“Mr. Posada Carriles is not and 
has never been a terrorist,” the at- 
torney said. “His lifelong ambition 
has been to bring democracy and 


freedom:to his place of birth.” 

Arizona Republican Jeff Flake 
- acritic of Washington’s economic 
embargo against Cuba - said he was 
“amazed” to learn that recordings 
relevant to the case presumably exist 
but that the U.S. government has no 
interest in them. 

Roseanne Persaud Nenninger, 
the sister of one of the victims of 
the 1976 bombing, said she went 
to the hearing “to give the tragedy 
a human face. I lost my brother 31 
years ago and the government of the 
United States has not asked ques- 
tions.” Another witness at the hear- 
ing, Peter Kornbluh of the National 
Security Archive, an independent 
research outfit, told Efe after the 
session that the United States should 
extradite Posada to Venezuela. 

“The Justice Department keeps 
treating this case like an immigra- 
tion case. Posada Carriles has a long 
history of violent acts,” the expert 
said, noting that the United States 
demands decisive actions from other 
countries against terrorism. 

Declassified U.S. intelligence 
documents obtained by Kornbluh’s 
group highlight FBI and CIA suspi- 
cions that Posada was involved with 
the 1976 airliner bombing. 

Posada escaped from custody 
in Venezuela in 1985 while awaiting 
a second trial for the airliner blast. In 
2004, a Panamanian court sentenced 
Posada to seven years in prison on 
lesser charges in connection with a 
2000 plot to kill Fidel Castro, but 
that country’s outgoing president, 
Mireya Moscoso, pardoned him 
and his accomplices in August of 
that year. 

Posada, who headed Venezu- 
ela’s secret police for a time in the 
1960s and ‘70s, disappeared soon 
after leaving the prison in Panama 
and did not resurface until March 
2005 in Miami. The Miami Herald 
reported last May that FBI agents 
traveled to Havana to investigate 
the 1990s hotel blasts that killed 
the Italian tourist and that a federal 
grand jury in New Jersey could in- 
dict Posada in connection with those 
attacks.<> 
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Un programa subvenciona medicamentos 
a personas sin seguro médico 


Washington (EFE) — Un

En EE.UU. el número de 
hispanos sin cobertura sanitaria 
aumentó de 13.2 millones en 2003 
a 13.7 millones en 2004. Además, 
los niños hispanos presentan un 
20% más de posibilidades de no 
disponer de seguro médico, en 
comparación con el 9% en el caso

“We need help, water, food, 
we're desperate,” Medina said, 
sad because now nature has again 
brought attention to his town, this 
time with a temblor that destroyed 


Internacional 
Grief in north Chile town devastated by earthquake 


Located 1,556 kilometers (967 
miles) north of Santiago and on 
the edge of the Atacama Desert, 
the driest in the world, Tocopilla, 
which in the Aymara Indian tongue 
means “Deep Ravine,” was the city 
hardest hit by the magnitude-7.7 
earthquake that killed two women, 
injured 200 and drove 15,000 from 
their homes. 

Jaime Garcia, who works for 
the local fishery, said that the quake 
“was horrific” and the only thing 
left standing at his house was the 
kitchen. 

“My son, don’t worry, we're 
fine, the earthquake only damaged 
the house,” Garcia said in a message 
to his son who works in Madrid.

México (EFE) — La recons- 
trucción del estado mexicano de 
Tabasco, sudeste del país, du- 
rará mínimo cinco años, afirmó 
el Gobernador Andrés Granier, 
quien se encuentra en el primero 
de sus seis años en el cargo. 

Tabasco, un estado emi- 
nentemente agrícola del sudeste 
de México, sufrió inundaciones 
en el 70% de su territorio desde 
el pasado 28 de octubre. Villa- 
hermosa, la capital tabasqueña, 
“parece una ciudad bombardeada, 
“como si fuera Bagdad”, porque 
“hay montañas de escombros en 
todas las calles”, dijo Andrés Gra- 
nier, en una entrevista difundida 
por el Grupo Radio Centro. 

El mandatario estatal recono- 
ció que continúa el rescate de las 
zonas más dañadas, donde se ha 
perdido toda la producción agríco- 
la y buena parte de la pecuaria 
porque los animales no tienen con 
qué alimentarse. Hizo un llamado 
alos mexicanos, que se han volca- 
do en el envío de víveres y enseres 
de primera necesidad, para que “la 
ayuda siga fluyendo”. 

Por otra parte el gobierno del 
estado informó a través del sub- 
secretario, Juan Molina Becerra, 
del restablecimiento paulatino de 
algunos servicios básicos como 
el de electricidad. Indicó que la 
Comisión Federal de Electricidad 
(CFE) restituyó ya el servicio al 
99.3% de los 78,854 usuarios 
que habían informado de la falta 
de energía en la ciudad. La Cruz 
Roja mexicana informó de la 
entrega de ocho toneladas más de 
ayuda para los más de un millón 
de damnificados. 

Además, personal de la orga- 
nización internacional señaló en 
un comunicado que la Cruz Roja 
española ha donado dos plantas 
potabilizadoras, y próximamente 
las de Suiza y Alemania harán 
llegar al estado 8,000 paquetes 
higiénicos, de cocina, mosquite- 
ros y cubetas herméticas, así como 
10,000 más de útiles escolares 
y productos de limpieza para el 
hogar para los afectados. 

En el frente sanitario lo que 
más preocupa son las epidemias, 
aunque hasta el momento solo 
se han identificado 143 casos 
de dengue, ninguno de cólera o 
de paludismo. No obstante se 
teme que pueda haber brotes de 
leptospirosis, una enfermedad 
que propagan las ratas por medio 


de su orina y que tiene como 
síntomas la fiebre, el dolor en las 
piernas, la ictericia, las náuseas y 
los vómitos. 

El Secretario de Salud, Luis 
Felipe Graham Zapata, hizo pú- 
blico que la llegada de medicinas 
ha permitido que Tabasco cuente 
“con recursos médicos suficientes 
para atender de modo continuo a 
la población afectada”. 

Las autoridades continuarán 
la vacunación de los afectados en 
albergues y refugios temporales 
así como las fumigaciones, tanto 
en Villahermosa como en los mu- 
nicipios de Tenosique, Balancán, 
Emiliano Zapata, Macuspana, 
Huimanguillo y Centro, éste 
último con la mayoría de casos 
de dengue. En Chiapas, otro es- 
tado afectado por las lluvias, se 
realizaron en las últimas horas 
nuevas evacuaciones de personas

Mexico City (EFE) — Prom- 
ising to beef-up security, Mayor 
Marcelo Ebrard said Monday that 
the Catholic archdiocesé cannot 
close this capital’s main cathedral 
after left-wing activists burst into 
the sanctuary during mass. 

“It's a national monument and 
they cannot close it unilaterally,” 
Ebrard said at an independence-day 
event in Mexico City. 

The archdiocese announced 
that it was closing the Metropolitan 
Cathedral indefinitely after the inci- 
dent during Sunday’s midday mass, 
when around 200 supporters of for- 
mer presidential candidate Andres 
Manuel Lopez Obrador entered the 
building and allegedly committed 
acts of vandalism. 

The Mexico City police on duty 
outside the cathedral were over- 
whelmed by the size of the crowd 
and found themselves unable to 
prevent the incursion. Archdiocese 
spokesman Hugo Valdemar called 
the episode an “act of brutality 
and violence, of desecration,” and 
he criticized the cops for doing 
nothing. The incursion came after 
the cathedral’s bells tolled for a 
prolonged period of time as thou- 
sands of Lopez Obrador partisans 
were holding a rally in the adjacent 
Zocalo square. 

Lopez Obrador, who attributes 
his narrow defeat by rightist Felipe 
Calderon in the July 2006 presi- 
dential election to fraud, convened 
his supporters Sunday for the third 
National Democratic Convention. 

Sen. Rosario Ibarra de Piedra, 
whose speech was interrupted by 
the bells, said that while the un- 
usual protracted ringing was likely 
a deliberate provocation, it did not 
justify the storming of the cathedral. 
Ibarra was joined by the leaders 
of Lopez Obrador’s PRD party in 
condemning and disavowing the 
actions of the mob. 

Early Monday, Mayor Ebrard 
said he was ready to boost the po-

lice presence at the cathedral or any 
other house of worship in the city 
that asks for protection. 

But just hours later, one of his 
top aides, Jose Angel Avila Perez, 
said that instead of waiting for a re- 
quest from the archdiocese, the mu- 
nicipal government would mount an 
operation to safeguard the cathedral. 
He went on to say that authorities 
had already identified the ringlead- 
ers of Sunday’s incursion.

“We have photographs of al- 
most all the people who entered the 
church,” Avila said but declined 
to mention any names pending 
completion of the investigation. 

In early October, Cardinal 
Archbishop Norberto Rivera re- 
quested more protection for people 
attending services at the cathedral 
after he was heckled by protesters 
upon leaving the sanctuary through 
a back door after saying mass.<>

number of parents in California’s 
Central Valley, who once viewed 
pursuing higher education as a 
threat to family unity, now believe 
it is the portal to family success. 
Despite a seven-day workweek and 
limited English, one farm couple has 
found time to steer all three of their 
children towards college. Mai Der 
Vang directs NAM’s youth media 
program in Fresno. This article is 
one in a series about successful 
parental involvement in school, 
sponsored by the California Teach- 
ers Association.

Fresno, CA — Her parents 
were born in Laos, speak limited 
English, and work as full-time farm- 
ers supporting a family of eight. It 
is not often that seventeen-year-old 
Zong Xiong, a student at Sunnyside 
High School, gets to see them. “I 
don’t get to see them every single 
day,” she says shyly, “but I know 
they are working hard because they 
want me and my brothers and sisters 
to succeed.” 

But when Zong’s coveted Doc- 
tor’s Academy class needed a place 
to meet to complete a group project, 
Zong’s parents quickly offered their 
home and even chauffeured students 
to and from the house. “My parents 
took us to all the places we needed 
to go, such as the library, the flea 
market, and even a funeral,” Zong 
says. Fellow students were awed by 
how supportive her parents were and 
noted their own parents would prob- 
ably not have done the same. 

For Zong’s parents, making 
sure their children have the best edu- 
cational opportunities is the highest 
priority. “They want us to do better 
(than them),” she explains. “They 
say get a good education so I won’t 
have to do what they’re doing.” This 
was not always the norm within the 
Hmong community. 

The Xiongs were among some 
40,000 Hmong who settled in the 
late 1970s in the Central Valley after 
fleeing the aftermath of the Vietnam 
War. Once subsistence farmers in the 
highlands of Laos, many struggled 
to adapt, clinging to their traditions 
as a source of stability. Keeping the 
family together was a higher priority 
than sending a son or daughter away 
for an education. 

Zong credits her parents with 
being her counselors. “During my 
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Farm family of eight find 
path to higher education 


junior year, I was taking a lot of 
Advanced Placement classes. My 
parents did not know, but they even- 
tually figured it out,” she recalls. 
“There was so much work, I would 
be up until 2 am in the morning with 
no homework done.” 

Zong’s mother recommended 
she cut back on the advanced classes 
and Zong finally took her advice. 
“The classes were too much for me,” 
she says, but it took her mother’s 
intervention for her to realize it. 
Today, she is a student in the highly 
coveted Doctor’s Academy- an 
intensive four year program aimed 
at preparing students for college 
and giving them a competitive edge 
should they decide to apply to medi- 
cal school. 

Her parents have stepped in 
at other key points to help their 
children navigate the educational 
system. They recently took time off 
farming to take Zong’s older sister 
for her first year of college at UC 
Irvine. “They went to the orientation 
and everything,” Zong says. She 
also has a younger sister attending 
high school and an older brother 
attending Fresno City College. 

As a young Hmong student, 
Zong recognizes that communica- 
tion with parents can be challeng- 
ing. “There's a big generation gap, 
and sometimes it's hard for young 
people to talk to their parents about 
what they're going through.” 

Far from breaking up fam- 
ily life, as many new arrivals once 
feared, Zong’s educational success 
has only deepened her commitment 
to the family. “No matter how suc- 
cessful you might become... you’re 
working and going to school for 
family, everything you do is eventu- 
ally going to come back to you and 
your family.”<> 
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Staying safe on and off the bus

CL — When parents of 
younger children send their kids 
off to school each morning, it's 
often not without a little worry. 
What mischief will they get into 
outside of the watchful eyes of 
Mom or Dad? 

One type of accident that 
parents are never prepared for is 
on the school bus. Each year, an 
estimated 33 children across the 
country are killed in school bus- 
related accidents. Such accidents

are almost always preventable 
and require just a few moments 
of instruction with kids to help 
save their lives, 

* Don't walk directly in front 
of the bus: When most children 
get off the bus, they cross the 
street directly in front of the bus. 
This makes it difficult for the bus 
driver to see if any children are 
still in front. 

In general, parents should 
instruct children to take five long 
paces in the direction the bus is 
traveling before crossing in front 
of the bus. This will leave enough 
room for the bus driver to see, 
especially if kids drop anything 
while crossing the street. 

* Look both ways before get- 
ting off the bus: Before stepping 
off the bus, kids should always 
look both ways. While buses 
should always be in the right hand 
lane, bikes or even cars in a hurry 
could attempt to get around the 
bus in the shoulder. 

Most children killed in bus 


accidents are killed getting on or 
off the bus or waiting at the bus 
stop. Many motorists disobey the 
laws pertaining to stopping when 
a bus stops, so kids should be ex- 
tra careful and always keep their 
eyes peeled for moving traffic. 

* Listen to crossing guards: 
Urban neighborhoods or those 
with a busy intersection often 
have crossing guards to help 
keep children safe. Kids should 
be instructed to wait for cross- 
ing guards before venturing 
across the street. At stops where 
no crossing guards are present, 
encourage children to act with 
extreme caution when crossing 
the street. 

Should any books or supplies 
be dropped in the middle of the 
road, finish crossing the street 
first. Once a child has made it 
across the street, check to see if 
it's safe to go back and pick up the 
book. If worse comes to worse, let 
kids know the books or supplies 
can always be replaced.<> 
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2000 Measure A Transportation Improvement Program 
Annual Report from the Citizens Watchdog Committee 


BACKGROUND 
Measure A, approved by Santa Clara County voters in 2000, is a 30-year half cent sales tax devoted to improvement 
projects for the area’s public transit network. The Measure A ballot specified that the Citizens Watchdog Committee (CWC) 
must review all 2000 Measure A expenditures, have an independent audit conducted each fiscal year, hold public hearings 
and issue reports at least annually to inform Santa Clara County residents how the funds are being spent, and publish the 
results of the independent audit and the annual report in local newspapers and make them available to the public. 


The VTA Board of Directors is responsible for implementation of the 2000 Measure A Program and for all policy-related 
decisions including the composition, implementation schedule and funding level of projects. The Citizens Watchdog 
Committee’s responsibility is limited to reviewing 2000 Measure A expenditures to ensure funds are being spent in 
accordance with the intent of the ballot. 


Among the projects specified in the ballot are: 


» Extend BART to Silicon Valley. + Provide connections from Mineta San Jose International 

+ Extend light rail from Downtown San Jose Airport to BART, Caltrain and VTA Light Rail. 
to the East Valley. + Construct a new Palo Alto Intermodal Transit Center. 

¢ Improve bus service in major bus corridors. + Increase Caltrain service and electrify from Palo Alto 

+ Purchase zero-emission buses and construct to Gilroy. | 
service facilities. » Upgrade Altamont Commuter Express (ACE). 


STATUS 
This report summarizes the status of the 2000 Measure A Program for FY06 (July 1, 2005 — June 30, 2006). During 
that period, approximately $104 million was expended towards delivering 2000 Measure A projects, with significant 
progress being made on or the following projects being completed: 

+ Substantially completed 35% (preliminary) engineering on the BART project. 

+ Continued development on land-use studies for areas surrounding future BART stations. 

« Completed Preliminary Engineering on the Capitol Expressway Light Rail Project to Nieman Station. 

* Operated zero-emission buses on VTA bus lines. 

* Continued design for Caltrain double-track improvements in South County. 

+ Completed the study identifying future capital needs for local Caltrain improvements. 


Since the close of FY06, significant additional progress has been made on: 
* Implementing Bus Rapid Transit (BRT), including the 522 and undertaking studies for other BRT 
improvements in 2000 Measure A corridors. 
* Completed 35% (preliminary) engineering on the BART project. 
* Developing the final design of Capitol Expressway Light Rail to Eastridge. 
» Developing the final design of the Caltrain Double Tracking project to Gilroy. 


CONCLUSION : 

The CWC reviewed expenditures for the period, evaluated the results of the independent audit it commissioned of the 
2000 Measure A financial statements and records (available at VTA's website: www. via.org), and conducted a public 
hearing on April 11, 2007 to receive input from the community. 


After thorough and careful consideration of all information and input received, 


It is the conclusion of the Citizens Watchdog Committee that, for FY06, 
2000 Measure A tax dollars were spent in accordance with the intent of the measure.
